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Virgil Dam to be 
repaired this week

The Virgil Dam could 
be repaired by the end of 
the week, preserving 
aquatic life and prevent¬ 
ing another situation of 
strong odours from decay¬ 
ing fish caused by a dried- 
up creek. 

Friday, the Niagara 
Peninsula Conservation 
Authority was warning 
there could be a second 


incident of low water lev¬ 
els in the Four Mile Creek 
reservoir while the dam 
was being repaired. 

But by Monday, spokes¬ 
person Kevin Vallier said 
a team of engineers and 
biologists, who studied 
the problem over the 
weekend, felt they had 
come up with a solution 
to prevent that and were 
beginning repairs that 
would hopefully keep 
water flowing through the 
reservoir, he said. 

“If all goes well, 
should be fln- 
" by the end 
of the week,” he 

Two weeks ago, 
the Four Mile 
Creek reservoir 
dried up, killing 
fish and revealing 
a creek bed of 
trash, with resi¬ 
dents in the 
neighborhood 
complaining 
the pun¬ 
gent smell of 
decaying fish. 

There were two 
problems that 
created the situa¬ 


tion, said Brett Ruck, the 
irrigation and drainage 
superintendent with the 
Town of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake. 

A lock was damaged, 
most likely by an act of 
vandalism, said Ruck, and 
has been fixed. 

But a sluice gate that 
appears to have broken 
off because of its age and 
condition - it was installed 
in 1968 - was the cause of 
the drainage, and was 
proving to be more diffi¬ 
cult to fix, he said. 

Although initially infor¬ 
mation was released that 
an error on the part of 
town staff caused the 
water levels to drop, Ruck 
said he doesn't believe 
that to be the case. 

The dam, just off Four 
Mile Creek Rd. outside 
Virgil, has been moni¬ 
tored daily since, with a 
back-up plan that would 
have mitigated damage to 
wildlife should a second 
breach occur, he said. 

"Everyone’s working 
together to get this fixed,” 
said Ruck. 

“The co-operation has 
been outstanding.”

The Town monitors the 
reservoir, and uses the 
water for irrigation. Once 
the dam was repaired 
temporarily and water 
levels restored, it could 
access the water for irri¬ 
gation, but not at full 
capacity, said Ruck. 

As soon as the Town 
and the NPCA were aware 
of the dead fish after the 
original incident, staff 
moved quickly to remove 
them to a landfill site, 
said Ruck. 

Vallier said if the repair 
work goes ahead as 
planned, it will be benefi¬ 
cial to the creek wildlife, 


but because the water 
levels won’t drop, it will 
be difficult to clean the 
trash from the creek bed. 

Once the repairs are 
completed, town and 
NPCA staff will be meet¬ 
ing to discuss how and 
why the drainage hap¬ 
pened, and to talk about 
areas of responsibility 
going forward to mini¬ 
mize the likelihood of it 
happening again.

When she was initially 
eyeing the provincial 
Liberal candidacy in the 
2014 Niagara Falls provin¬ 
cial byelection, Carolynn 
Ioannoni said she didn't 
have the “filter for party 
politics.” 

The longtime Liberal 
backed away from running 
for the MPP position now 
held by Wayne Gates of 
the New Democrats, 
claiming she was someone 
who shoots “from the hip” 
and because of that, would 
not be good at party poli¬ 
tics. 

Fast forward to 2015, 
and while Ioannoni said 
she is still someone who 
speaks her mind, the 
16-year Niagara Falls city 
councillor believes she has 
found a new home with 
the federal New 
Democratic Party, repre¬ 
senting the Niagara Falls 
riding that includes 
Niagara-on-the-Lake and 
Fort Erie. 

Ioannoni said when the 
NDP approached her to 
run for the nomination for 
the Oct. 19 federal elec¬ 
tion, she told them the 
type of politician they 
would be getting. 

“I told them, 'This is me. 

good at BS,’” said Ioannoni. 
“I told them, 'If I’m not 
happy, you will know it."’ 

She said the NDP told 
her they didn’t see those 
attributes as faults, but 
rather as “rewarding qual- 

NDP media director 
George Soule said a nomi¬ 
nation date for the Niagara 
Falls riding has yet to be 
set, but that a candidate 
should be officially 
announced before the end 
of August. 

“We’ve been moving 
pretty quickly,” he said. 

When asked if anyone 
else is running against 
Ioannoni for the nomina¬ 
tion, Soule said: “I'm not 
aware of anyone else who 
has gone public.” 

Former Niagara Falls 
Liberal MPP Kim Craitor, 
who currently sits on 


Niagara Falls city council, 
said he was asked to seek 
the NDP nomination last 
week, but this week 
declined. 

“I want to sincerely 
thank everyone who has 
reached out to me with 
their kind words over the 
past week,” Craitor said in 

"Though I am humbled 
to have been approached 
by the federal NDP to run 
as their candidate, as a 
recently elected councillor 
to the Niagara Falls city 
council, I feel at this time I 
must focus my efforts on 
that role and will not be 
seeking the nomination.” 

When asked why she’s 
running for the NDP to 
challenge incumbent 
Conservative MP Rob 
Nicholson, Ioannoni said 

really upset with the 
Liberals for the last few 

Ioannoni said her frus¬ 
trations started with the 
provincial Liberal govern¬ 
ment over recent scandals 
and health-care related 
decisions. 

Federally, she disagreed 
with the Liberals support¬ 
ing the Conservative gov¬ 
ernment’s controversial 
anti-terrorism bill, which 
Ioannoni said "stomps on 
so many privacy and 
human rights issues.” 

Ioannoni said the more 
she hears federal NDP 
Leader Tom Mulcair, the 
more she likes the direc- 

Canada. 

"I really like his confi¬ 
dent leadership, I like his 
platform. I really like the 
party’s $15-a-day child¬ 
care (program proposal).” 

Ioannoni said since she 
announced she will be 
running, she has been 
inundated with positive 
messages. 

"My phone didn’t stop 
ringing. I have three pages 
of people messaging me 
and calling me. And these 
are Conservatives, Liberals 
andNewDemocrats, many 
who have never messaged 

Ioannoni said being a 
veteran city councillor 
positions her well if she

Queenston has become 
one of the signed sites 
along the 475 kilometres 
of the new Greenbelt 
Route for cyclists. 

Monday morning, a 
trailhead sign was unveiled 
in the parkette at York Rd. 
and the Niagara River 
Parkway, a site used as a 
staging area for cyclists. 

The sign shows a map of 
the route, with suggested 
stops along existing trails, 
including wineries, muse¬ 
ums, art galleries and 
breweries throughout 
Niagara. Since spring, 27 
municipalities from 

Niagara to 

Northumberland have 
been posting signs to their 
sections of the route, and 
once complete, 1,050 signs 
will guide cyclists through 
almost two million acres 
of Ontario's protected 
Greenbelt area. 

David Hunt, 68, a board 
member of the Niagara 
Freewheelers Bicycle 
Touring Club, was up early 
Monday morning to cycle 
from his Fonthill home to 


Queenston for the unveil¬ 
ing of the trailhead sign. 

Cycling is getting a little 
more attention every year, 
he said, and as more peo¬ 
ple take up the sport, 
municipalities and gov¬ 
ernment agencies are put¬ 
ting in infrastructure that 
makes cycling “safer and 
more amenable.” 

Increasing awareness of 
the benefits of cycling and 
promoting safe routes are 
important, he said. 

“The more people take 
up cycling, the safer it will 
become for all of us, and 
the more economic spin¬ 
offs will increase. Cycling 
is great for so many rea¬ 
sons - it's fun, it’s healthy, 
and as we cycle, we stop 
for lunch in local restau¬ 
rants and spend a few dol¬ 
lars. And it's good for 
socializing - it’s a great 
opportunity to meet new 
people.” 

Cycling could be con¬ 
sidered the new golf, said 
Burkhard Mausberg, CEO 
of the Friends of the 
Greenbelt Foundation, 
which has spearheaded 
the new route. It’s attract¬ 
ing a growing number of 


people, and is providing 
an economic boost to the 
province’s tourism sector 
by bringing cyclists of all 
ages and abilities to 
Queenston and other 
communities across 
Ontario’s Greenbelt. 

Like the Waterfront 
Trail, the Greenbelt Route 
will encourage residents 
and visitors to experience 
the natural beauty of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, said 
Lord Mayor Pat Darte, 
adding the town is looking 
at creating policies to pro¬ 
mote healthy and safe ini¬ 
tiatives, including cycling 
trails. 

Wayne Gates, MPP for 
the riding of Niagara Falls 
and NOTL, called the 
Greenbelt Route “a perfect 
example of how we can 
create economic develop¬ 
ment and support our 
local businesses while also 
preserving our environ¬ 
ment for future genera¬ 
te 2010, he said, two 
million visitors spent $391 
million cycling rough 
Ontario.

Ed Pizzo spends his 
mornings at a coffee shop, 
leisurely reading his 

The senior still works, 
when asked, but when he 
does, it's usually in the 
evenings. He likes his 
peace and quiet in the 
mornings, although he’s 
enough of a familiar face 
that there’s always some¬ 
one who recognizes him 
and wants to chat. 

That’s how he came to 
find his latest gig, playing 
the piano in the lounge of 
the Prince of Wales Hotel 
on Sundays. 

He almost always starts 
off with a Sinatra tune, he 
says, then maybe a little 
Dean Martin, Perry Como, 
maybe throw in some 
Willie Nelson - until the 
requests begin, as they 
always do. Then he plays 


whatever he’s asked to 
play. 

He began playing pro¬ 
fessionally when he was 15 
years old, and although he 
doesn’t like to talk about 
his age, it’s safe to say he’s 
been entertaining people 
with his music for more 
than 60 years. 

Age is a tricky thing, he 
says - if people hear how 
old he is, they’ll think he 
only knows music of a cer¬ 
tain era, and that’s certain¬ 
ly not the case - he has an 
amazing memory, and can 
play just about anything. 

“There aren’t many 
songs I don’t know.” 

Pizzo grew up in 
Thorold, and lives there 
still. He began taking piano 
lessons as a child, and as a 
teen, played in a band with 
polka king Walter 
Ostanek. 

He later studied classi¬ 
cal music, but eventually 
discovered lounge music 
was more his style. 


In his younger years he 
was an accountant, work¬ 
ing at the St. Lawrence 
Seaway, but at the age of 
49, he was so busy playing 
piano evenings he gave up 
his day job, and made a 
good enough living to sup¬ 
port his family. 

He worked for years at 
the Blue Mermaid in St. 
Catharines, where he met 
many people from 
Niagara-on-the-Lake who 
became regulars, he said. 

A local he ran into 
recently asked him why 
he’d never played in town, 
and suggested the lounge 
at the Prince of Wales. 

“I went to the hotel, 
offered to play, and that 
was it - I’ll be there 
Sundays." 

He's also worked at 
some of the Niagara Falls 
hotels - even learned some 
lapanese music for the 
tourists who visited the 
casino and came to hear 
him play. 


“A lapanese waiter 
brought me some Japanese 
music, and I started play¬ 
ing it - the crowd loved it.” 

He’s played with prime 
ministers in the audience, 

U.S. presidents, provincial 
premiers and lieutenant 
governors - his reputation 
in the area means hotels 
call him when they have 
dignitaries staying, he 

He’s also played for 
hospital patients and 
seniors - he volunteers at 
senors homes in Niagara. 

He’s as much a "people 
person" as a pianist - and 
his style includes chatting 
with people while they 
enjoy their drinks as he’s 
playing. 

That’s what he likes best 
about his job, and it's as 
much a part of what brings 
people back as his music. 

He's at the Prince of Ed Pizzo has had a distinguished career playing the piano

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Region would benefit by taking

Tony Quirk can't wait 
for the day when he can 
board a jet in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake and fly off on 
vacation. 

And that day could be 
coming. 

“Purely selfishly, I'm 
looking forward to when I 
can take a charter down 
south from St. Catharines. 
That would be great, as 
far as I’m concerned," 
said Quirk, who chairs 
Niagara Region's trans¬ 
portation strategy steer¬ 
ing committee. 

In the months to come, 
Niagara’s transportation 
steering committee will 
consider shifting funding 
responsibility for the two 
airports - the other is in 
Pelham - to Niagara 
Region, from the seven 
municipalities that cur¬ 
rently pay the bills. 

That’s part of a trans¬ 
portation master plan 
being developed. 

Niagara Region was 
asked in June to take over 
funding for the Niagara 
District Airport — a plan 
the Niagara District 
Airport Commission 
hopes will lead to an 
$8-million expansion, 
allowing it to accommo¬ 
date international flights. 

That airport is current¬ 
ly supported with about 
$300,000 in annual fund¬ 
ing from St. Catharines, 
Niagara Falls and Niagara- 
on-the-Lake. 

A few weeks ago, 
Welland council also 
approved a motion to ask 
the Region to take over 
funding for the Rungeling 
Airport. It’s supported 
currently with about 
$90,000 yearly from 


Welland, Port Colborne, 
Pelham and Wainfleet. 

Quirk said the requests 
to shift funding responsi¬ 
bility arrived at regional 
council for consideration 
at about the same time, 
allowing the transporta¬ 
tion committee to discuss 
both in tandem and as 
part of the transportation 
master plan. 

He said a federal gov¬ 
ernment plan to allow 
smaller airports to use 
Canadian Air Transport 
Security Authority screen¬ 
ing services, as well as the 
Niagara District Airport 
Commission’s business 
plan supporting the 
expansion, makes the 
idea of enhancing the 
NOTL facility “more 
enticing, for sure.” 

If it happens, Quirk 
said, the Pelham airport 
could be expanded as 
well to accommodate 
some of the services cur¬ 
rently offered at the NOTL 
airport. 

In that case, he said, “it 
becomes a win-win.” 

A single governance 
model for the two airports 
could be considered as 
well. Richard Rybiak, 
Pelham councillor and 
chair of that airport com¬ 
mission, said he would 
support it. 

“I think there’s tremen¬ 
dous potential. We’d have 
two locations doing com- 

gives us more opportuni¬ 
ty than we’d have with 
one or the other,” he said. 
“I think that if the Region 
uploads both, the gover¬ 
nance structure will be 
whatever the Region 
defines it to be." 

Rybiak said he hopes a 
new single airport com¬ 
mission would include 
local representation. He 



would also “insist that 
Dorothy Rungeling 
remain in the name” of 
the southern airport. 

The airport was recent¬ 
ly renamed in honour of 
the 103-year-old Pelham 
aviation pioneer. 

Welland Mayor Frank 
Campion said he’d sup¬ 
port the idea of a single 
governance for both air- 

“They could work in 
tandem, because there 
would be synergies 
between the two airports. 
What happens in NOTL 
could be supplemented 
or augmented by differ¬ 
ent activities here,” he 
said. 

The Niagara 
District Airport 
kicks in about $25 
million annually 
in economic ben¬ 
efit to the region, 
and the Rungeling 
Airport brings 
about $8 million 
to the local econ- 

But Rybiak 
said the econom¬ 
ic benefit is likely 
substantially 

"That’s con¬ 
servative,” he 

And enhanc¬ 


ing air travel services at 
the airports would also 
boost the economic ben¬ 
efit they provide to the 
region. It makes sense 
from the perspective of 
fair play, too, he said. 

Quirk said he hopes to 
"get past the parochial¬ 
ism and get into a real 
discussion about what 
makes the best sense for 
the Region as a whole.” 

He said it will take 
some time before any 
decisions are reached. 

“I think there’s some 
expectation that this is all 
going to happen over¬ 
night, and I don’t think 
that’s fair either. We have
